As the nation-wide ^strike of 
steel workers entered its second day there were a num- 
ber of scattering clashes between police and the strikers 
and bloodshed in nearby sections. Crowds of working 
men were again before the gates of mills in the Pitts- 
burgh district early today. 


At Farrell two men were killed and two wounded. 
At New Castle seven persons including two women 


were wounded. City officials have asked that a detail of 
State Constabulary be sent to New Castle.

smaller centers but the big Pittsburgh district remained 
uhnoftt ominously Quiet.
